This is undoubtedly the Dedication Copy as the book is dedicated to William Wentworth. 

S.T.C. 6841, which records only 2 copies, British Museum and the Bodleian Library. 

Bishop’s Check List does not record one copy in America. 

As a production of a predecessor of Bacon this book is a notable one. He was principal Lecturer at St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, in 1584, but before the end of 1587 he was deprived of his fellowship, necessary ‘‘ by Digby’s 
arrears with the college steward.” He was in the habit of blowing a horrf and hallooing in the college during the 
daytime, and repeatedly spoke of the master to the scholars with the greatest disrespect.

Only 5 copies of the first work are recorded (S.T.C. 20408), i.e., British Museum, Bodleian, Manchester, Folger, 
and Henry E. Huntington Libraries. Two copies were sold from, the Britwell Court Library, realizing £28 ‘and £34 
respectively. This book, dedicated to Queen Mary, i is one of the authorities on which Holinshed bases this part of 
his history, and it is described by Hearne as “ a book of great authority.” 

Of the second work the S.T.C. (7552) and Bishop record 5 copies. The Britwell Court copy sold in 1926 for £150. 

John Elder was a Scotch writer, a native of Caithness. He passed twelve years of his life at the universities of 
St. Andrews, Aberdeen and Glasgow, and appears to have entered the ministry. With Queen Mary’s accession 
Elder turned Roman Catholic as the above publication proves.

Following the death of Charles I, Jan. 30, 1649, and the inauguration of the Commonwealth of England, Virginia, 
and the three West Indian Colonies, cited in the above most important act, besides other parts of the American 


, 
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Colonies, still continued their allegiance to the Monarchy, and offered an asylum:to its fugitive adherents. 330 
of these including Colonel Henry Norwood, Major Francis Morrison and other prominent Loyalists arrived in Vir- 
ginia towards the close of 1649. Norwood was sent by Governor Berkeley to Holland to invite Charles II to 
Virginia as its ruler, but returned with a new commission confirming Berkeley in his Governorship. These 
proceedings thoroughly alarmed the Commonwealth Parliament, so that on October 3rd, 1650, it passed this 
Act in consequence of : 


*“ VIRGINIA and divers other Islands and places in America which were planted at the cost and settled by the 
People, and ‘by Authority of the Nation, which are and ought to be subordinate to and dependent upon England, 
and hath ever since the planting thereof been, and ought to be subject tosuch laws, Orders, and Regulations as are 
or shall be made by Parliament in England. And whereas divers acts of rebellion have been committed by many 
persons inhabiting BARBADA, ANTEGO, BERMUDA and VIRGINIA, whereby thay have most trayterously 
by force and subtility, usurped a power of Government and seized the estates of many well affected persons and 
banished others, and have set up themselves in opposition to, and distinct from this State and Commonwealth, 
many of the chief actors in and promoters of these Rebellions, Foreign Ships without leave, License or Consent of 
the Parliament of England... ”’ 

It was not until March 1653, that Virginia capitulated to the Commissioners sent over by the Parliament; the 
terms granted were on a liberal scale, and confirmed the existing privileges of the Colonists.

Of great importance in the history of the Quakers in America. Roger Williams refused to either assist or 
persecute the Quakers when they reached Rhode Island after first settling in Massachusetts in 1656. When George 
Fox visited the colony in 1672, the two champions of opposing thought did not meet, but on Fox’s return to New- 
port, Roger Williams sent him a challenge to a public debate and rowed himself 30 miles in order to hold a dispute. 
Both sides claimed victory and published diverse accounts of the arguments employed. The work above illustrates 


the burning zeal of, and bitter words used by, the Quakers. It was secretly printed and is extremely rare. Roger 
Williams’s pamphlet to which the above is an answer, proves he had as good a controversial vocabulary.

Roger Dymock is known only by this treatise addressed to Richard II. It remained unpublished until it was 
printed for the Wyclif Society in 1922. 4 

It is a reply to the Twelve ‘‘ Conclusions ”’ of the Lollards which were produced in the Parliament.of 1395, and 
which have been often printed. 

Four other copies of this manuscript are mentioned. One Leland found in Wells Cathedral Library, but this 
had disappeared when the ‘‘ Catalogus Codicum Manuscriptorum Angliae ”’ was published in 1697. The second 
in the Cottonian Library perished in the fire of 1731. Of the other two, one is in the University Library at 
Cambridge, and the other in the Bibliotheque Nationale at Paris. 

The Cambridge manuscript describes Dymock as a monk, while the Paris copy, with greater antecedent pro- 
bability, makes him a Dominican friar.

This is an extraordinarily interesting collection. At the time, (1758-1760), Earl Ligonier had, after a long and 
highly meritorious military career, succeeded the Duke of Cumberland as Commander-in-Chief and in 1759 was 
Master-General of the Ordance, the office of Commander-in-Chief remaining vacant. 

The contents of the volume are copies of the Earl’s personal letters, addressed to Battalion Commanders, various 
titled noblemen, etc., and deal with many various subjects. The majority seem to relate to petitions sent to him 
regarding promotions... of Ensigns to Lieutenants . . . Majors to Lieutenant-Colonels, with occasional extremely 
blunt explanations as to why these promotions may not take place... ‘'... you talk to me as if your will and your 
opinion was a law: ... but since your Lordship is pleased to have so little regard for my requests, ... As for Mr. 
Adair, He shall go when and where I shall think proper for the King’s service...” There are mentions of troop- 
movements to Germany and to America and a host of other interesting details shedding a light on the chicanery 
and jobbery incidental on Military promotion in those days, but also confirming the great soldier’s well-known 

e loyalty to his King and to his profession.

It has 
the blank signature at R4 And volume 2, has the leaf at end on which nothing but the Printer’s device and imprint 
appear. A very few (three or four) leaves at front and ends are very slightly curled due to handling, gentle though 
it must have been. 

Apart from the veritably trivial defects noted, the set is possibly as fine as any in existence, being, as it is, in 
original state throughout. The impression of Captain John Smith’s map of Virginia is brilliant and leaves little, 
if anything, to be desired, the engraved surface is complete with a narrow margin still remaining. 

On the printed titles of Vols 1 and 3-5, there are inscriptions, of a sentence only, in a contemporary hand ‘‘ Ex 
Libris Robert Mylne ...”’ and here and there appear a very few marginal notes in the same hand. On each of 
these title-pages the signature appears lower down, ‘‘Ro Mylne.’”’
